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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner believes the amendment of "the 
hydrogen being outputted from the reforming means" is an inherent property of the reforming means, since the product of a reforming 
means is hydrogen, and does not add patentable subject matter but adds clarification to the claim. The following argument would not only 
pertain to the previously presented claims but also the amended claims. 

The applicants argue that Kinugasa et al does not output hydrogen because hydrogen is consumed to produce ammonia in the reducing 
and oxidizing catalyst (3). 
The examiner disagrees. 

Although Kinugasa et al discloses that ammonia can be made when the air-fuel ratio of the exhaust gas is rich compared to the 
stoichiometric air-fuel ratio, this does not mean hydrogen is not produced. It may mean that hydrogen is not produced efficiently. 
In addition, Kinugasa et al discloses catalytic components of precious metals such as platinum, palladium, and rhodium and additives such 
as cerium are attached to the alumina carrier (see column 14, lines 1-20) wherein the cerium additive prevents the sulfurization of Pt and 
suflur poisoning recovery is accelerated by a generation of hydrogen, as disclosed by Nakamura et al (US 6,896,857 B2) (see column 5, 
lines 31-50). 
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
